One of these letters, it is said, was 
received by Mr. Annis the day before 
he was shot. The letter warned him, 
it is reported, that Capt. Hains would 
shoot him on sight.

pers in a divorce proceeding. 

Mrs. Annis frequently entertained

MYSTE GREEK RUN DOWN 


BY FLYING OWL. 
— 


For Years He Had Sustained Life 
on the “Left-Overs” from the Ta- 
. bles of the Dining Car, Which 

Were Thrown to Him by Kind- 


An outcast from the land he loved, 
a Greek patriot,. known to the local 
colony as “The Major,” was killed yes- 
terday by the south-bound Ow! train. 
His body was found near the tracks 
by Conductor Doyle of freight No. 
233. Whether the man, tiring of the 
hideous life he led, and pining for the 
country he had loved and had been 
forced to leave, deliberately walked in 
front of the train to his death or 
whether he was the victim of an ac- 
cident, may never be determined. His 
case was pathetic. 

His name is not known to any of 
the people in the vicinity of Burbank. 
Among the Greeks he was spokefi of 
in a tone almost bordering upon rev- 
erence. 

His countrymen would refer to him 
as The Major and in time he became 
known by that appellation. Hie min- 
tary bearing, his long. steady stride, 
and his salute to passers-by substan- 
tiated the theory that the. Greek her- 
mit had been an army officer. His 
countrymen stated that in a great ef- 
fort to secure complete freedom for his 
people, he had incurred the displeas- 
ure of those in power, and had been 
compelled to flee for his lite.
